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What is 
Assange’s 
‘Poison Pill?

The Poison Pill. The Doomsday 
Files. Or simply The Insurance. 

Whatever you call the file Ju- 
lian Assange has threatened to 
release if he’s imprisoned or dies 
or WikiLeaks is destroyed, it’s 
impossible to stop. 

“It’s all tech talk to say T have in 
my hand a button and if I press it or 
I order my friends to press it, it will 
go off,’ ” said Hemu Nigam, who 
has worked in computer security 
for more than two decades, in the 
government and private sector. 

“Julian is saying, I’ve calibrated 
this so that no matter how many 
ways you try, you’re never going 
to be able to deactivate it,”’ Ni- 
gam said. “He’s sending a call to 
action to hackers to try it. To the 
government, he’s also saying, ‘Try 
me.’ ” 

There’s a reason Assange spe- 
cifically announced— on the 
Web— that there is a 256 -key 
encryption code that only a few 
trusted associates know that 
will unleash the contents of the 
1.4 gigabyte-size file. 

“He’s saying, ‘Don’t even both- 
er trying. It will take you so long 
to succeed that by that time, it 
will be too late,’ ” Nigam said. 
“Most of the time, you see a 56- 
key encryption. That’s consid- 
ered secure. When you are using 
256, you are sending a message: 
‘I’m smart enough to know that 
you will try to get in.’ ” 

It’s not the first time Assange, 
the face and founder of WikiLe- 
aks, has asked someone to dare 
him. He and the anonymous, 
globally scattered WikiLeaks 
staff have warned since July’s re- 
lease of Afghanistan War docu- 
ments that they are not to be 
messed with. Press them, they 
say, and they will retaliate by re- 
leasing more secret information. 

But this week, the stakes got 
higher. Assange was arrested 
Tuesday in Great Britain in rela- 
tion to a sex crimes investigation 
in Sweden. A British judge denied 
bail, and Assange is expected to 
remain in a jail in England for at 
least a week, officials said. 


WikiLeaks supporters bring down MasterCard, Visa websites

Supporters of WikiLeaks founder Julian Assange 
quickly built a cyber army that shut down the 
websites of the world’s two biggest credit card 
companies using simple tools posted on the In- 
ternet. 

MasterCard’s website was down for much of 
Wednesday as a group calling itself AnonOps 
organized a “Denial of Service” attack on the 
credit card giant, which had stopped processing 
donations for WikiLeaks after the U.S. criticized 
its release of sensitive diplomatic cables. 

Visa’s site was temporarily unavailable late 
Wednesday in the U.S. and the same group 
claimed responsibility for bringing it down. 

Denial of service attacks typically use botnets, 
or armies of computers that have been enslaved 
by criminal hackers, to bring down a website by 
hitting it with an overwhelming number of si- 
multaneous requests for information. 

But the MasterCard and Visa attacks seem to 
have come from a grass-roots effort organized 
by AnonOps. 

It distributes sophisticated hacking software 
that is relatively simple for supporters to install

Leaked U.S. diplomatic cables showed growing anxiety in the British gov- 
ernment over threats from the Libyan leader, Moammar Gadhafi, should 
the convicted Lockerbie bomber Abdelbeset al-Megrahi die in a Scottish 
prison.

on their computers. 

“It is very easy to launch these attacks,” said 
John Bumgarner, chief technology officer for the 
U.S. Cyber Consequences Unit, which monitors 
cyber attacks. 

The group used Twitter to seek supporters, 
referring them to its website, where they could 
download the software that turns a Windows or 
Mac PC into a weapon against the MasterCard 
site. 

Sean-Paul Correll, a researcher with anti-virus 
firm PandaLabs who has been monitoring the 
activities of AnonOps, said the group had thou- 
sands of PCs in its volunteer army. 


“This group of people has grown frustrated 
with trying to protest,” he said. “They’ve final- 
ly figured out they can use technology to fight 
back, that they don’t have to stand in a picket 
line.” 

WikiLeaks has come under international 
scrutiny after releasing a slew of diplomatic ca- 
bles that angered and embarrassed Washington. 
Assange was arrested in Britain on Tuesday over 
accusations of sexual offenses. 

The attacks on Visa and MasterCard are ap- 
parent retaliation for the two largest credit and 
debit card processing companies’ move to block 
donations to the WikiLeaks website.

It’s the end of 
the Zipper Age 

Forget carbon dating. When archaeologists of the future piece to- 
gether the story of America, they’ll have a better tool at their disposal: 
zipper dating. 

“Professor, come quick!” a bright-eyed and bushy-tailed student will 
shout i,ooo years from now “I have unearthed a perfectly preserved 
jacket with the words ‘Members Only 7 imprinted on it! Why ... it must 
be from 1983!” 

‘Ah, an easy error to make,” the professor will reply “Members 
Only did indeed wield great power then. Our historians believe that 
even the American president, Ronald Reagan, was never seen without 
his Members Only jacket on. 

“However, this hideous garment you’ve discovered was constructed 
circa 2010, and worn— back when the weather was sometimes cold 
enough that people had to wear jackets— for its ironic retro qualities.” 

“But how can you tell?” the student will ask. 

“The zipper,” the professor will reply “The zipper.” 

Yes, the story of our decline will be told by the zipper. Zippers are 
the infrastructure of our apparel, and they’re crumbling. 

Decades ago, before my time and probably yours, during what will 
be known as the Golden Age of Zippers, a zipper manufacturer stood 
by his zippers. 

And you knew him. He was the parent of a child at your own kid’s 
school, he was a member of your Elks lodge, or at the very least you 
saw him walking around town.

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EXPERTS: POLICE 
DEATHS THIS YEAR 
ALARMING, BUT 
NOT A TREND

When news broke late last month that Chi- 
cago police Officer Michael Flisk had been 
killed on the job, many Chicagoans had the 
same chilling thought: Not again. 

Flisk was the fifth officer slain in the line 
of duty this year, his slaying coming just days 
after an off-duty cop was gunned down in 
his car, bringing the total number of officers 
killed to six. It solidified 2010 as the deadliest 
year for Chicago cops since the early 1980s, 
leaving many residents worried about the out- 
break of violence against police. 

Local and national criminologists agree 
that the string of police tragedies is a cause for 
concern, but they said it’s far too soon to take 
the deaths as any indication of a developing 
criminal pattern. 

“It doesn’t seem to reflect a trend either for 
Chicago or for the country as a whole,” said 
Wesley Skogan, a Northwestern University 
professor who specializes in crime and polic- 
ing. “In fact, the trends seem to point in the 
opposite direction. One of the things that has 
happened over the long haul nationwide is 
there has been a long, steady decline of shoot- 
ings of police officers. And there has also been 
a long, steady decline of police officers shoot- 
ing other people.” 

In Chicago, homicides overall have been 
trending down over the past 15 years, accord- 
ing to police statistics. 

Since 2008, department records show that 
reports of batteries of police officers also have 
decreased. 

Maki Haberfeld, a professor at the John Jay 
College of Criminal Justice in New York, said 
more data would need to be collected over 
the next several years before any conclusions 
could be drawn about this year’s increase in 
Chicago police fatalities. 


“It is concerning. Disrespect for the gov- 
ernment and, by extension, police is a slippery 
slope,” Haberfeld said. “But the circumstanc- 
es surrounding these deaths are varied.” 

One sergeant was killed in a car crash in 
February while responding to a burglary. An- 
other officer was shot to death in a police 
station parking lot by a man who reportedly 
was suffering from a mental illness. Two other 
officers were shot and killed outside their 
homes in what appeared to be attempted rob- 
beries. A fifth officer was found slain in his 
SUV when he was off-duty Flisk, an evidence 
technician, was shot in the head while investi- 
gating a burglary 

Chicago police Superintendent Jody Weis 
has stressed that this year’s deaths don’t indi- 
cate that police specifically are being targeted. 
Instead, Weis has pointed more generally to a 
“breakdown in the value system” in Chicago 
communities. 

“This was a horrific year for the Chicago 
Police Department in terms of sadness and 
grief,” he said in a statement issued Wednes- 
day in response to a Tribune query” We have 
lost five officers in the line of duty— four to 


acts of violence. The individuals involved in 
these heinous crimes have no respect for life, 
community or human decency” 

Over the years, Chicago police fatalities 
have risen and fallen in accordance with var- 
ied local and national events, according to 
“End of Wrath: Chicago Police Killed in the 
Line of Duty 1853-2006,” a book written by 
Aid. Edward Burke (14th) and his staff mem- 
ber Thomas O’Gorman. 

It wasn’t uncommon for 10-15 police of- 
ficers to die every year in the late 1920s and 
early 1930s during the Great Depression and 
the Prohibition era. 

“There was a lawlessness— it was like the 
Old West,” O’Gorman said. “People were 
self-protecting themselves. They were their 
own law” 

Things were relatively quiet for police in 
subsequent decades, but officer deaths spiked 
again during the civil unrest of the 1960s and 
during the crack-cocaine wars of the 1980s. 

But experts said that better protective 
equipment, medical knowledge, prosecutori- 
al efforts and police interactions within their 
communities have steadily brought those 


numbers down. 

The last time five police officers died in the 
line of duty was in 1984, according to Burke’s 
book. In that year, three officers were shot- 
one while serving a warrant, another respond- 
ing to an armed robbery and a third mistak- 
enly by another officer during an undercover 
narcotics investigation. The two others were 
killed in automobile crashes. 

Since then, the numbers have remained rel- 
atively low. In 2008, four police officers died, 
but two were from injuries sustained in the 
line of duty years earlier. 

Regardless of what the year’s deaths repre- 
sent statistically, the shootings leave citizens, 
particularly residents of high-crime neighbor- 
hoods, uneasy 

“It sends a message that things are out of 
control,” said Dexter Voisin, an associate pro- 
fessor at the University of Chicago’s School of 
Social Service Administration who recently 
completed a study on how Chicago youth 
cope with neighborhood violence. “It’s an es- 
calation of fear and an escalation of anxiety. If 
the police are being gunned down, it sends a 
heightened sense of panic.”

Teen convicted of murder 
in Fenger beating case

After deliberating about half an hour, ju- 
rors convicted a 15-year-old boy of murder 
in the 2009 beating death of Fenger High 
School student Derrion Albert. 

As the clerk read the verdict, she gri- 
maced as she read the word “guilty” in the 
first case to be tried since Albert died in a 
street melee captured on video and broad- 
cast around the world. 

The 15-year-old threw his hands up in 
the air and slammed his chair against a 
back wall, heaving a sigh. His aunt shouted 
as she tried to exit the courtroom. “Oh 
Lord, Lord, Lord, no, no,” she said as she 
clambered over spectators and her cell 
phone fell to the floor. 

Just outside the courtroom, she col- 
lapsed in grief while jurors were ques- 
tioned about their verdict. 

Back in the courtroom, tears ran down 
the 15-year-old’s face as he was called to 
stand before the judge, who set sentencing 
for Jan. 18. He could serve time in prison 
until he turns 21.

Albert’s family cried quietly at word of 
the conviction. They declined to comment 
as they left the courtroom, walking past 
the defendant’s aunt slumped against a 
brick wall in the hallway 
Jurors left without speaking, escorted 
to their vehicles by courtroom deputies. 
Their identities were not publicly dis- 


closed during the selection process. 

Before the prosecution rested Wednes- 
day a deputy medical examiner testified 
that the boy’s punch contributed to Al- 
bert’s death. 

The teen punched Albert in the jaw, 
knocking him face first to the ground in 
the September 2009 brawl just blocks 
from the South Side school. Others then 
joined in, stomping, kicking and beating 
Albert, 16, with boards. 

Hilary McElligott, a forensic patholo- 
gist at the Cook County medical exam- 
iner’s office, told jurors that Albert died of 
brain trauma from the beating and found 
that the defendant’s punch was a contrib- 
uting factor in his death. 

When questioned by the teen’s attorney 
McElligott said she could not say that the 
punch was the sole cause of his death or 
caused any of the damage to his brain.

Autopsy released 
on husband of 
missing woman

A man who died in a crash in rural LaSalle Coun- 
ty— and whose wife apparently walked away and 
remains missing— sustained a broken neck, ac- 
cording to preliminary autopsy results released 
Wednesday 

Dale Shannon, 41, of Ransom, 111 ., about 
50 miles southwest of Joliet, was discovered at 
1:45 a.m. Sunday behind the wheel of his car on 
the Grand Ridge Mazon Blacktop between East 
26th and East 27th roads in Brookfield Township. 

The car had spun out and hit a telephone poll 
about 20 feet off the road. Authorities found 
footprints in the snow near the car. 

Shannon’s wife, Tanya Shannon, apparently 
walked away from the crash in black Skechers 
slippers. Police found one in footprints lead- 
ing up to the road, LaSalle County Sheriff Tom 
Templeton said. 

Investigators called off the search for her Tues- 
day evening, and authorities say the cold and 
snow may keep them inside until next week. 

On Wednesday Templeton said authorities 
picked up pings from Dale Shannon’s cell phone. 
The pings are near the site of the crash. 

“The thoughts are {the phone] could still be 
out in the snow somewhere and the battery isn’t 
dead yet,” Templeton said. 

Asked if Tanya Shannon took the phone with 
her to get help and that she could be buried in the 
snow with it, the sheriff said, “That’s a definite 
possibility We certainly can’t rule anything out.”

Candidate makes 
tax returns public

Miguel del Valle’s $114,527 salary as 
city clerk made up the vast majority 
of his income in 2009, according to 
tax returns he released Wednesday 

Del Valle, who is running for may- 
or, released his tax returns for three 
years as part of his bid for office, and 
he called on other candidates for of- 
fice to make their returns public. 

“If they want Chicagoans to take 
their ethics proposals seriously 
they should start by releasing their 
income tax records, and the sooner 
the better,” del Valle said in a state- 
ment. “Chicagoans have a right to 
know exactly where my income 
comes from.” 

Candidates for higher office often 
are asked to release their tax returns 
so the public can see where they get 
their income and assess any potential 
conflicts. 

Del Valle released tax returns 
filed jointly with his wife, Lupe, that 
showed all but a few hundred dollars 


came from his public salary In 2009, 
he and his wife paid nearly $15,000 
in federal income taxes and got a 
$3,232 refund. Ayear earlier, del Valle 
made $118,666 in his job as clerk, and 
in 2007 he made $119,547. 

Del Valle’s campaign said the slight 
discrepancy stemmed from furlough 
days he has taken in recent years, as 
many city employees have with Chi- 
cago facing a budget crunch. 

State Sen. James T. Meeks said he 
does not intend to release his tax re- 
turns unless he comes in first or sec- 
ond in the Feb. 22 election, making 
the cut for a runoff election in April. 

“There’s no need to do it before 
the runoff,” Meeks said. 

Campaign spokespeople for Gery 
Chico, U.S. Rep. Danny Davis and 
Rahm Emanuel said the candidates 
intend to release their tax returns in 
the coming weeks. A spokeswoman 
said Carol Moseley Braun was think- 
ing about whether to release her tax 
returns.

FBI issues

VI LOS ANGELES The FBI has issued a “cy- 
her crime alert” for a new Barbie doll 
that comes equipped with a tiny hidden video 
camera in her chest, saying the toy could be 
misused to make child porn. 

The report, issued by the FBI’s Sacramento 
field office Nov 30 and titled “Barbie ‘Video 
Girl’ a Possible Child Pornography Produc- 
tion Method,” warns that the doll’s camera 
captures up to 30 minutes of footage that can 
be downloaded to a computer. 

The alert received media coverage after be- 
ing sent to some news organizations by mis- 
take. 

“For clarification purposes, the alert’s in- 
tent was to insure that law enforcement agen- 
cies were aware that the doll, like any other 
video-capable equipment, could contain evi- 
dence and to not disregard such an item dur- 
ing a search,” Washington-based FBI spokes- 
woman Jenny Shearer said, reading from a 
statement. 


To space and back 


First commercial spacecraft returns safely from low-Earth orbit 



The first commercial spacecraft 
to return from a low-Earth or- 
bit splashed into the Pacific Ocean on 
Wednesday about 500 miles off the coast 
of Southern California. 

The Dragon, a craft developed by the 
company SpaceX, was concluding a brief 
but possibly historic flight for the infant 
commercial space travel industry 

The vehicle hit the water shortly after 
1 p.m. CST, a little more than three hours 
after liftoff from the Kennedy Space Cen- 
ter in Cape Canaveral, Fla., atop a Falcon 
9 rocket. 

Only six nations or government agen- 
cies have recovered a spacecraft from a low 
orbit: the U.S., Russia, China, Japan, India 
and the European Space Agency 

Wednesday’s landing also was the first 
flight under NASA’s Commercial Orbital 
Transportation Services program, which 
aims to develop commercial supply ser- 
vices to the international space station. 

NASA Administrator Charles Bolden 
praised the mission. 

“These new explorers are to spaceflight 
what Lindbergh was to commercial avia- 
tion,” he said Wednesday “While rocket 
launches from the Cape are considered a 
common occurrence, the historic signifi- 
cance of today’s achievement by SpaceX 
should not be lost.” 

Bolden said the mission reflected a new 
generation of commercial launch systems 
that would support the international space 
station and that could eventually carry as- 
tronauts into orbit.

Rose saves Bulls from bad 
loss to LeBron-less Cavs 

CLEVELAND That didn’t take long. When he 
made a 3-pointer Wednesday just 50 seconds af- 
ter tipoff in Cleveland, Derrick Rose surpassed 
his career-high attempts total of 72 from last sea- 
son and now is on pace to shoot 324 this season. 

In other words, Rose wasn’t kidding when, in 
unsolicited fashion during a casual conversation 
at Bulls summer league in Las Vegas, he offered 
how much he had been working on the shot. 

And while the 36.1 percentage Rose had enter- 
ing the game won’t make anybody forget Steve 
Kerr, it far exceeds the 24.2 percent from his first 
two seasons.

In the animated 
film “Megamind,” 
the Will Ferrell- 
voiced title char- 
acter grows up embracing his role 
as the villain.

Depp, Jolie share instant chemistry in The Tourist’

Whether it’s Johnny Depp jump- 
ing from Venice rooftops in his 
pajamas or Angelina Jolie strutting 
across Paris streets in stilettos, the 
actors are bound to ignite sparks starring 
opposite each other— for the first time— 
in “The Tourist.” 


In the thriller from Oscar-winning director 
Florian Henckel Von Donnersmarck, opening 
Friday, Depp plays a vacationing Wisconsin 
math teacher who gets caught up in the drama 
of Jolie’s femme fatale. 

There was no drama between the two su- 
perstars, who had never met despite traveling 
in the same stratosphere. 

“When we sat down together it was kind 


of instant,” Depp said during a recent press 
event in Paris. “We got each other and within 
minutes we were yakking about our kids and 
the perils of parenthood and all that fun stuff. 
She’s a good girl and I have a lot of respect for 
her. 

“In the face of all that, she and Brad and 
their kids being globally under the microscope 
every second of the day, she’s as grounded and 
as cool and as low-key of a person that you’d 
ever want to meet. She’s a wonderful mommy 
and she’s out there trying to do things in the 
world. She’s impressive. She’s a force.” 

The initial meeting took place at Depp’s 
office in Paris— he lives in France with his 
partner, Vanessa Paradis, and their two chil- 
dren. Jolie said she was struck by Depp’s sur- 
roundings— books, paintings and pictures of 
his kids. She, too, felt “immediately at ease.” 

“He’s just such a nice guy,” Jolie said. “He’s 
such a brilliant actor. He’s often thought of so 
much for his deep character work but it re- 
ally comes from an artist who is willing to try 
things, not just somebody wanting to do fun 
things. He’s a real experimental, deeply feel- 
ing artist. He gives a lot and tries a lot and is 
very gracious on set to everybody and his fel- 
low actors. He’s just a pleasure.” 


1ST DEGREE 


Edward Scissorhands 
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lives part-time in their home in the south of 
France, wanted to do a project in a “fun” lo- 
cation. (“We love being in Paris,” she said.) 
Depp was looking for another “interesting” 
character. Nerdy teacher Frank fit the bill. 

“I’ve done a number of things where 
these characters are considered a little 
bit out {of the ordinary], so I wanted 
to see what I could do with a nor- 
mal guy put into radically intense 
situations with various ticks,” 
said Depp, who is wrapping 
the latest “Pirates of the Ca- 
ribbean” flick. 

It’s too early to tell if fans 
think “The Tourist” pairing 
of Jolie and Depp is a trap or 
trippy but the actors say they’d 
work together again. 

“I’m game,” Jolie said. “Sure. It 
was a lot of fun.” 

Depp is down, too. 

“She’s a great lady,” he said. “She’s 
fun and professional and we have the 
same sort of absurd and perverse sense 
of humor. Yeah, I’d definitely work with
